EDT in one of the outlying build­ 
ings of the modernized state de­ 
partment. 
Headed By Strang 
British conferees are headed by 
Sir William Strang, political ad­ 
visor to the occupation chiefs in the 
British zone. Assistant Secretary of 
State for Economic Affairs Willard 
L. Thorp and Secretary of War 
Kenneth С Royall head the Ameri­ 
can delegation. 
The Ruhr coal conference orig­ 
inally was slated several weeks ago. 
It was held up because of British 
dclsre.' to bring into the talks va­ 
rious outside questions such as ra c ­ 
ing the level of industry in the U. 
S.-British zones in Germany. 
This precipitated a crisis with the 
French, who then objected to any 
increase in German industry which 
might once again reusore the Reich 
to a position of military might in 
Europe. 
In settlement of this dispu1*. it 
was agreed that the Ruhr coal talks 
would be confmpd to the matter 
of getting coal out of the ground 
and delivered о industry. However,

These discussions were made im­ 
perative when Prime Minister Clem­ 
ent Attlee announced his austerity 
program for pulling Britain’s econ­ 
omy out of the hole. 
Officials in Washington indicated 
th at one of the first matters these 
talks will embrace will be the 75 per 
cent talx on net receipts from im­ 
ported movies.

THE JELLY TRIO 
It Is jelly making time again 
ana rows oi gleaming, jewel-colored 
glasses on the cupboard shelf mean 
year-arounci enjoyment of summer- 
ripe fruit. Tangy, golden marma­ 
lade tor breakfast cheer, luscious 
jams and jellies to add glamor to 
everyday meals cr party laie . 
these are the treats the jam cup 
board holds for you and your family. 
An ideal jelly has the char a c ,ei - 
is tic color and flavor of the fruit 
from which it is made.. It forms a 
delicate, quivering mold—not too 
still and not too soft—is tender, 
and spreads easily on bread. You 
want the jellies you make to have 
the qualities of idea’, jelly—full fruit 
flavor, bright color, ideal set, and 
tenderness. 
What really makes jelly jell and 
what is the secret of jelly making 
success? That's not hare to answer. 
Grandmother's idea of the essential 
things for jelly was good jells mg 
fruit plus the right amount 
of 
.sugar. 
But modern science 
has 
showed us that we’re not restricted 
to the use of a few ‘'good jellying" 
fruits. Any fruit can be jelled if the 
three basic essentials—fruit acid, 
sugar, and pectin are present in 
the right proportions. These three 
things must be properly balanced. 
The 
so-called 
“good 
jellying” 
fruits are these containing enough 
natural acid and pectin to form 
jelly when sugar is added and the 
mixture is cooked the old-fashioned 
wav, that is, boiled until the in­ 
gredients are to the correct con­ 
centration. But there are few’ fruits 
with enough of both acid and pec­ 
tin to make jelly when they are 
fully ripe—at the stage when color 
and flavor are best. 
Sour apples, currants and wild 
plums have enough natural acid for 
jelly-making . . . while such fruits 
as peaches or pears usually have 
such a small amount that lemon 
juice or another acid must be added. 
As fruit ripens, the amount o‘ fruit 
acid in relation to natural fruit 
pectin or sugar content may de­ 
crease. 
To make jelly, you must use 
enough sugar so the finished prod­ 
ucts contains at least 60 per cert 
sugar. Either refined white cane or 
beet sugar may be used . . . both 
have the same chemical composi­ 
tion. 
Pecun 
is a natural 
substance 
found in all fruits . . . but the 
amount varies in different kind? 
of fruits as well as in varieties of 
the same fruit. The total amount 
of pectin in fruit varies with the 
stage of ripeness. It is probably 
greatest just before the fruit is 
fully ripe. As the fruit becomes 
overripe, the amount of pectin, as 
well a« its jellying strength, tends 
*o decrease. The reduced acid con­ 
tent of overripe fruit also reduces 
its jellying qualities. That's why 
slightly underripe fruit or part ripe 
and part underripe fruit is recom­ 
mended when you use «he old- 
fashioned. 
long-boil 
method 
of 
jelly making. 
Pectin is more concentrated m 
the solid part of the fruit . . . the 
skin or the pulp . . . than in the 
cold pressed juice. While cooking! 
is required to release the pectin 
from the pulp and skin, long boiling 
may 
slowly reduce 
the jellying 
strength of the pectin after it has 
been extracted. 
Each member of the jelly trio— 
fruit acid, sugar, and pectin—must 
work hand in hand to make it jell. 
If the acid, sugar and pectin are 
present in the correct ratio, jelly 
will have an ideal consistency or 
“set”. But if any one of these es­ 
sential« is reduced or increased 
enough to upset this balance, you 
ge* a substandard product. 
Todav. anyone can make delicious 
jelly with any kind of fruit and with 
a minimum of effort. Science has 
simplified and controlled jelly-mak­ 
ing methods so even the beginner 
can be sure of success. The guess­ 
work 
has 
been 
eliminated 
and 
jelly-making can be a pleasure. ^
